WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. Conditions 
and Changes. Outlook. 


With the advent of July the active canning season in every 
section comes on, for with the exception of the staples of corn 
and tomatoes and those who can either or both of these articles 
only, all have a chance to commence work and most do so. But 
the pendulum of active work has now swung from the South 
and East to the North and West, and now we witness in this 
section which has been a scene of hustle and activity up to the 
present week, a lull come over it; while in contrast with this 
the factories of New York State and the West have built their 
fires and at the sound of their siren whistles called the workers 
together for a repetition of just such scenes. New York State 
is busily engaged with its pea pack as we write, so busy in fact 
that the operators have no chance to express an opinion as to 
the probable outcome of the work, but that ‘it looks fair at 
present. There is no stint as to the comments upon the good 
quality. of the peas, however; but as might be supposed the 
market is now complaining that the lower, cheaper grades are 
lacking. It may mean that poor families will have forego peas 
this coming year, for the finer grades cannot be sold at prices 
that will suit their pocket books. But it means also that the 
consumers who do buy peas will be well pleased with them ; 
that they will acquire an appetite for them that should be re- 
flected in a largely increased demand, and as a consequence bet- 
ter prices, and more profits to the pea canners of the country in 
the years to come from this increased demand. 

As we have said there is nothing being canned here worth 
mentioning, and what work has been done is of a much smaller 
volume than usual. One of the large pineapple packers, speak- 
ing of his pack this season, said it was about on a par with last 
season’s as to quantity, but that the quality of the pines which 
came to this market was far above any that have reached here 
in many years. That the shippers evidently realized that de- 
mand was slow for the fruit and that only the best would attract 
any attention. Consequently they sorted the fruit before ship- 
ment. This is of course reflected in the packed article. There 
are absolutely no changes to note in prices, but the market is

firm with demand fair. Jobbers area little slow about taking 
such goods as these, but are showing more of an inclination 
than formerly. There is a better feeling to the market. 

Tlere has been some activity in the berry market for the 
canned styles, with some quite good trades put through. No. 2 
preserved blackberries have advanced from the quoted price of 
$1.00 to figures which now read $1.00 to $1.10. No. 2 red rasp- 
berries, standards, are slightly off, being quoted at 80c. to 85c.; 
with preserved of the same kind and size quoted at $1.20 to 
$1.30. Black raspberries are quoted at the same figures. No.1 
preserved black raspberries are quoted at 80c. to 85c. This 
latter should be a very attractive article, and we are sure if the 
people could be made better acquainted with such goods they 
would find a very wide market. A No. 1 can of good, preserved 
black or red raspberry selling at 1oc. ought to find a very wide 
market, and would if the people knew of it. 

No. 2 preserved strawberries are higher in price, being 
quoted at 95c. to $1 00, an advance from goc. Here is another 
good thing which the people are practically unfamiliar with. 
Extra preserved are quoted at $1.15 to $1.25. No. 10 straw- 
berries are quoted at $3.25. 

Cherries have been a very light pack this year, though the 
California article seems to have drawn very heavy orders from 
all sections. No. 2 standards.in water are quoted here at 80c. 
to 85c., while the No. 2 extra preserved are quoted at $1.30 to 
$1.50. 

Corn has not been doing so well in the fields as it ought to. 
There was decidedly too much rain in the early season, which 
not only cut down the possible acreage by preventing the plant- 
ing, but which made the plants that managed to get through 
the ground, weak and poor looking. Then the severe heat of 
the past fortnight, following this wet spell has not benefited it 
any—although opinions here differ. But it remains a fact the 
fields we have seen look bad, the stalks small and weak-looking 
and not. of good color. Of course it is to be remembered that 
corn and tomatoes are like the Indians, when it comes to a 
reckoning of this kind, only good when they are dead. This is 
true-to a greater extent with regard to tomatoes than with corn, 
for as long as a tomato vine lives there is hope and a possible 
bumper crop. This cannot be said of corn. 

The fact that this condition of corn is general throughout 
the corn growing sections has filled the buyers with dread, and 
as a consequence the market is decidedly better in feeling, feel- 
ing stronger even if it does not show any material advance. It 
looks pretty certain now that there will be no further declines 
in the prices at least, even if they do not climb higher. As we 
have said, there are no changes to quote in the prices this week. 

Peaches are not as active as they might be at this season, 
but there is some business going on from day to day, and the 
fact that many canners in Georgia aud elsewhere will not run 
any fruit this year is becoming better known among the buyers, 


with the naturally resultant better feeling and attention to the 
stock on hand. No. 10 peeled and unpeeled pies are the only 


ones to show any changes in prices this week, but the fact that 
they are advancing is significant. Umnpeeled No. 10 have ad- 
vanced to $2.75, and peeled to $3.75, and it will not be surpris- 
ing to see the whole list move upwards. The pack of peaches 
this season is going to be light, that is practically certain. 

Tomatoes show no changes this week in prices, but they are 
in better standing with the market than for many moons. 
A canvas of some sections which have been heavy holders since 
the close of last season, reveals the fact tuat the holdings have 
been wiped away, and the few on hand are the exception and 
not the rule. We have before pointed out that the jobbers came 
to the conclusion that they could not buy tomatoes at lower 
figures than have ruled for the past several months; and so they 
have bought a carload or two here and there, but this general 
movement has cleaned up holdings quite well. Many people look 
for increasing prices in the very near future. What is true of 
the growing corn crop is also true of tomatoes—they are not 
doing as well as they should by long odds. 

There are no changes to note in canners’ metals. 


CHICAGO MARKET. 


Special Correspondence to ‘‘The Trade’’ 


CHICAGO, June 30, 1909. 

Crop Weather.—For the past two weeks we have had 
glorious growing weather and corn, peas, string beans and toma- 
toes have all made rapid advancement. The weather has been 
hot, alternating each second day with rain; ideal weather, in 
fact, to make crops ‘‘come up and get out of the ground.”’ 
There is an effort on the part of the chronic bulls among the 
brokers to make people believe that in this Western country we 
have had too much rain, that the pea crop has been cut down by 
wet spots in the low lands, and over new sod land, and that the 
pea crop has greatly suffered and the corn is turning yellow, 
and that the acreage is small, and that the yield is likely to be 
still smaller, but to the fellow who lives in the suburbs and has 
his own garden and who sees his tomatoes knee high and his 
string beans blooming and his peas podding out the wail of the 
crop killer is in vain; and he classes him as a modern husband 
of Saphira. 

Strawberry Rejections.—A Baltimore packing establish- 
ment has shipped a lot of standard (?) strawberries to Chicago 


which have been quite generally rejected by every one who has 
received them. 

There is not a particle of syrup in the cans and there are 
just a few faded shattered strawberries, not more than five or six 
floating around in the water. The goods were not packed this 
year but were shipped out for new goods. 

In conversing with a buyer today who had held a post 
mortem over some of this lot of berries he said that he had writ-

ten a prose poem in imitation of the style in which the packers 
of the strawberries were in the habit of advertising their products, 
and I took it away from him. Any one who recognizes the style 
can go to the head of the class, viz.: 


‘*‘When the lone, beautiful, blushing berry first came peer- 
ing from its covering of green leaves and stood temptingly ready 
to yield its heart’s fragrance to the delectation of the palate of 
mankind, little did it think that it was destined to be placed 
lovingly in a refulgent No. 2 tin can, all by its lonesome, and 
then when the can was fondly filled with the sparkling fluid 
which came gushing in its limpid and unsweetened purity from 
the bosom of old earth, it knew not the receptacle would be 
sealed and its shining surface covered with a masterpiece of 
modern lithographic art, upon which bloomed again in faithful 
likeness four artistic counterparts of itself to keep it company 
during its martyrdom of solitary confinement.’’ 


There used to be a special round trip or return rate on such 
goods granted by the railroads, and it is to be hoped that it is 
still in effect. 

Canned Peas.—lIndiana has about finished her pea pack 
and a heavy shortage in the yield is reported. The number of 
cases yielded to the acre this year has fallen off grievously and 
will not average, so I am told, more than 50 cases to the acre 
throughout the State. The largest yield reported to me was 
fifty-four cases and the smallest forty-two cases to the acre, 
whereas one hundred cases to the acre is not regarded as unusual 
in good season. Packing in Michigan and Wisconsin will not 
begin until about July 5th to roth on Alaska seed peas, 

Canned Tomatoes.—Several Indiana packers are still feed- 
ing the market with tomatoes, No. 3 extra standard, on a basis 
of 7oc. f. o. b. cannery, or 72% to 75 f. o. b. Chicago. 

These same packers are holding futures strongly at 75c. to 
8oc. f. o. b. cannery. 


It is noted that No. 10 tomatoes have advanced slightly 
East owing to the season of greatest demand which is when the 
summer hotels begin to open up. This town is pretty well 
cleaned up of gallon tomatoes and must therefore respond to the 
advance. 


Canned Corn.—No new developments are to be chronicled. 
The market is in a highly sensitive state, and a small degree wf 
influence would cause it to advance. I know that some of the 
large western packers have sold futures very heavily and are 
trying to contract for extra standard corn with which to fill 
their orders. 


American Sardines.—The market is still demoralized. 
The smaller packers after having taken the count have revived 
and are again in the ring with prices almost as low as the lowest. 
It is understood that the Sea Coast Packing Co., after having 
sold all the goods it cared to sell at the price named last week, 
has withdrawn from the market entirely. The smaller packers 
are, however, making some very tempting prices and pushing 
hard for business. 

Canned Salmon.—Nothing new comes from the Pacific 
Coast as to the big salmon run on Puget Sound. It is looked 
for now at any time. It comes gradually, however, and a few 
fish are being caught now in the traps, in that way the run 
gradually increases until the traps and boats will not contain 
the yield, then the run gradually passes by and ceases. Some- 
times there will be a number of smaller runs during the season 
in the big years, but usually there is one great big overwhelm- 
ing run that taxes the capacity of the canneries.

NEW YORK MARKET. 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions. ; 
Changes and Outlook. 


NEw York, June 30.—The closing month has seen more 
interest in the canned goods trade in New York than has been 
the rule for a number of months. Opening prices on a number 
of leading products were announced and sales were heavier in 
substantially everything. The situation has improved so much 
that all dealers feel much encouraged and are confident of good 
business continuously. The situation presents no great change 
since last week, though the interest is still maintained and con- 
ditions are perhaps rather better than they werethen Demand 
for various sorts of goods, such as usually develops in summer, 
has begun and the outlook is such that practically all holders 
are confident of the present situation remaining unchanged, or 
even improving throughout the month of July. This is quite 
satisfactory, and what dealers say now isin strong contrast to 
what they have said fora number of weeks previously. The 
short packs promised in some varieties and the undetermined 
crop conditions in others both contribute to the present increased 
interest in all branches of the business. 

Sardines.—A conference was in progress in Boston as this 
was written, which included the largest packing interests in sar- 
dines in the country, for the purpose of uniting the waring fac- 
tions and doing away with price cutting. What the outcome 
will be it is impossible to say, but those in a position to know the 
temper of these interests are confident that they will get together 
in some sort of an agreement which will prevent the present dis- 
astrous price cutting, and put the business upon a more substan- 
tial and profitable basis. It has been pointed out before that

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the business has been seriously demoralized all the spring since 
the price making company was dissolved. And it has been 


known for sometime that the larger interests. would welcome a . 


change which would place the business upon a more stable basis. 
The market is unsettled, with quarter-oils quoted at the same 
price as keyless, $2.25 f. o. b. Eastport. This price, even for 
the keyless cans, would, it is claimed, be ultimately ruinous to 
the business of all but the financially strong packers. This has 
been an important influence in bringing about the conference 
which is mentioned above. Other grades of domestic sardines 
are depressed in sympathy with the market for quarter-oils. 

Salmon.—While Alaska red is not especially active it is 
going steadily into consumption on small orders to fill daily re- 
quirements. Stock in first hands is limited and as little is held 
by jobbers the market is firm with a strong upward tendency. 
It is still possible to buy spot goods at $1.35, but a good many 
holders decline to book orders at less than $1.3734. So far as 
can be learned nothing is offered for shipment from the Coast, 
what little stock remains there being held for local trade at 
prices far above the parity for New York goods. Nothing of 
consequence is offered in Columbia river Chinooks and quota- 
tions are largely nominal. The same observation applies to 
sockeyes which are closely cleaned up both here and on the 
Coast. Pinks remain firm, but are in stronger demand. No 
stock of medium reds or Cohoes is left. Not much inquiry for 
these grades has developed. 

Lobster.—The Canadian pack is ended and falls considera- 
bly short of the normal. The market is firm, but demand is 
light, and business is relatively small. 

Tomatoes.—Trade is slightly quiet, but the market remains 
firm and the rising tendency which has been reported for a num- 
ber of days still continues and received further confirmation by 
the refusal of packers to sell for less than 65c. regular terms, 
f. o. b. factory for full standard Maryland 3s. In some instances 


it is difficult to get orders filled at that figure and be sure of the 
quality. Some of the stock which has sold at that price has 
certainly been under grade. In some instances it is impossible 
to buy strictly full standard Maryland 3s at less than 67%c. 
regular terms, f. 0. b. factory. Demand is moderate, chiefly in 
one or two car lots tothe buyer. More interest is shown in 
futures and a good deal of business has been done about New 
Vork recently, though no blocks of consequence have been sold 
by individuals. Buyers are paying 7oc. for full standard Mary- 
land 3s, f. o. b. shipping points, seasons delivery. Na. 10s have 
been more active of late and the spot market is firmer, with a 
stronger tendency upward. : 

Corn.—The market is firm, though at the moment it is 
rather quiet. The crop situation is still a matter of conjecture. 
The season is late and many growers in the principal producing 
sections refused to plant their usual acreage because of the un- 
certainty of its maturing. Maine corn is firm, but without 
change in price. State standards are going out in small lots at 
full outside quotations. Southern grades are a shade less active, 
but are held closely up to quotations. Western stock is un- 
changed and movement is slow. Futures are not mentioned. 
Few packers have the courage to offer futures under present 
unsatisfactory conditions. 

Peas.—Packing has begun in New York State, but the out- 
come is somewhat uncertain. Some packers say they will fall a 
good deal short of their average, while others expect to put up 
normal quantities. In the West the general pack will probably 
be short, but to what proportion it is impossible to say. Some 


leading authorities here, who have investigated the situation in 
the West are of the opinion that the shortage will run 10 to 15 
per cent. short of last season’s pack. The Southern pack is said 
to be about done and all reports received here leave little room 
for doubt that it is extremely short, especially in the standard 
grades. Buyers seem to be holding off awaiting the results of 
the State and Western packs.

To Try Growing of Eastern Hardwoods in California. 


The Pacific Coast will soon be the scene of an interesting 
tree growing experiment. The United States Forest Service is 


. planning to introduce a number of the more important eastern 


hardwoods into California, and will this year experiment with 
chestnut, hickory, basswood, red oak, and yellow poplar or 
tulip trees. Small patches of these trees will be planted near 
the forest rangers’ cabins on the National Forests, and if those 
do well larger plantations on a commercial scale will soon be 
established on wider areas. 

There are over 125 different species of trees in California, a 
number of which produce some of the most valuable varieties of 
lumber in the country. Although considerably over one-half of 
the species are hardwooa or broad-leaved trees yet, with the 
exception of the exotic eucalyptus, there is not a single species 
of hardwood here ranking in commercial importance with the 
leading eastern hardwoods. Climatic conditions in many parts 
of California are undoubtedly favorable for the growth of a 
number of the valuable hardwoods, and the absence of these 
trees is due mostly to unfavorable factors of seed distribution. 

If the experiments are successful, a valuable asset will have 
been added to the forest resources of this State, which should 
prove of special benefit to the local furniture and vehicle ,indus- 
tries. Chestnut and red oak are highly esteemed for furniture, 
while with hickory, basswood, and eucalyptus at its demand, 
California should lead all other states in the vehicle industry.

The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


San Francisco, CAL., June 26, 1909. 

The chief event last week was the naming of prices for the 
1909 pack of fruits by the California Fruit Canners’ Association. 
As was anticipated these prices were very low and other firms 
in the trade are expected to name the same low figures 
very soon. One of the most noticable features during the 
present season will be the greater equality of prices asked by 
the different firms in the business. When high rates are nained 
it is not unfrequently the case that rival firms are enabled to 
name a price considerably lower than those of the Association 
and thus do quite a thriving business in some quarters. This 
season, however, goods are being marketed upon a very small 
margin of profit, and it will be an impossibility for outside firms 
to make the customary reductions. It would, therefore, appear 
that the well established brands of the California Fruit Canners’ 
Association and those of the firms that follow it in the matter 
of prices, would be more in demand than ever. The naming of 
low prices is expected to make a great difference in the demand, 
and canners are preparing to put up a pack almost as large as 
that handled last season, notwithstanding the fact that there is 
still a considerable holdover. During the past two months, 
however, this holdover has been rapidly cut down in point of 
size until it is of practically normal volume. That is, as far as 
the Coast is concerned. Operators here, however, are under the 
impression that there are some fair sized lots still in storage in 
New York and other eastern distributing points. Heavy ship- 
ments were sent East last winter just previous to the raise in 


railroad rates and it is probable that it will be well into the sum- 
ther before these are all distributed. In naming prices this sea- 
son the California Fruit Canners’ Association makes the rates 
that go into effect immediately to apply on spot stocks as long 
as they last. Following its ustial custom the new prices were 
sent East before they were made ptiblic here and before some of 
those locally had been able to sectire the list telegrams wete sent 
from the East naming the figures. 

In commenting oh the canned goods question, especially as 
pertaining to California products, J. K. Arimsby, of the 
J. K. Armsby Company, recently had the following to say: 
canned goods situation as pertaining to California cah 
easiest be described by saying that canned goods are a luxtiry, 
not a necessity. The present hatd times prevalent throughout 
the manufacturing sections of the United States have necessat- 
ily curtailed the purchasing power of the masses and luxuries 
necessarily suffer during periods of industrial depression. On 
January first there was a carryover in California of at least two 
and a half million cases of canned goods, some of them from two 
to three years old, representing the accumulations of several 
years. In the face of the latge expected fruit pack it is neces 
sary that radical prices be nametl, and that the present sttplus 
be gotten into the hands of the con8umer at ptices within the 
consumer’s reach. During the period of industtial ptospetity 
prices on California canned fruits were raised to a very high 
figute. During that period packers made large profits. Now 
that conditions have changed they have got to take their chante’ 
with the rest of the world. Inasmuch as the prices of California 
canned gootls made tremendous advances during that petiot 
they have to make cotrespondibg declines, and nething but 
extremely low prices will clean up the present surplus prior to 
the packing season of 1909, which is already upon us for certain 
kinds of fruits. The depressed industrial condition is a fact, 
not atheory. When the earning power of the masses is cut-

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tailed their cost of living is necessarily curtailed also. The 
fact that the agricultural communities of the United States are 
prosperous has nothing to do with the present situation, because 
the great consuming masses are those that live in the manufac- 
turing towns. The agricultural portion of the United States 
produces a large percentage of the food consumed there. The 
manufacturing sections are absolutely non-producers.’’ 

A period of very warm weather is being experienced in the 
fruit growing sections of the State at the present time and fruit 
is ripening very rapidly. During the past week cherries have 
been coming in to the canneries in such large quantities that 
some plants have not been able to handle the offerings. At 
Hayward and San Lorenzo a fine pack is being put up and the 
season is uow at its height. There has been a slight increase in 
contract prices as the crop of Royal Ann’s has fallen below 
expectations. 

The Association prices of goc. for 1-lb. talls, extras, and 
8oc. for extra standards have proven acceptable, and it is felt 
that there will be no difficulty in disposing of the pack at these 
prices. Some heavy foreign orders are now coming in and sum- 
mer shipments of the usual volume are anticipated. 

The canning of apricots has commenced in earnest in the 
San Joaquin Valley, but it will be a month yet before packing 
operations are commenced in the Coast counties. The Griffin 
& Skelley cannery at Fresno is busy on this fruit and the fruit 
received so far has been of excellent quality. The trees are not 
heavily loaded and the crop runs to large sizes. The cannery 
of the California Fruit Canners’ Association, recently burned, 
is being rebuilt, but will not be in shape for a month yet, 
probably. 

The steamer Riverside arrived at this port recently with 
10,000 cases of salmon of this season’s pack from the Columbia 
River, the goods being from the canneries of P. J. McGowan & 
Sons and the Tallant-Grant Packing Co. Here the salmon was 


transferred to another vessel and will be sent East via the Isth- 
mus of Tehauntapes. Besides being cheaper, shippers declare 
that the shipment will reach the eastern market in quicker time 
than if it had been sent by rail. 

News continues to come from the North of the extremely 
heavy ice that prevails there. While all the cannery vessels are 
in their respective stations the ice may have the effect of inter- 
fering with fishing operations. 

With the big canneries on Puget Sound now ready to com- 
mence the season’s work, some of the packers are having diffi- 
culty in securing skilled help. Chinese are refusing to sign 
agreements with the salmon canners at the old wage scale, and 
a general strike of the Celestials and a tie up of the canneries is 
threatened. None of the men will sign contracts unless they 
are given 1oc. for labeling. In former years they were paid 
but 4c. Other workers are demanding about the same increase 
in wages. 

The Hawaiian Pineapple Growers’ Association met in 
Honolulu on June 21st, and plans for marketing the present 
season’s pack were discussed. It is estimated that the pack will 
be about 500,000 cases. It was agreed that the advertising cam- 
paign as carried out last season was a highly successful means 
of attracting attention to the Hawaiian product and the sum of 
$50,000 was set aside for the purpose of continuing this.

Princess ANNE, MD., June 26, 1909. 

Dear Sir:—Our meeting last Thursday was well attended 
and great interest manifested in the matters brought before it. 

After the president had explained the status of the matter 
of fixing standards for canned goods in general, the same having 
been referred to the Bureau of Food Inspection of the Agricul- 
tural Department at Washington by the Executive Committee 
of the National Canners’ Association ; our committee, appointed 
in January to suggest a standard for No. 10 tomatoes, made its 
report. The committee had met the night before and had cut, 
drained and weighed a number of cans, gathered for the pur- 
pose, from all sections of the three States, had given most care- 
ful consideration to the matter, and submitted the following 
report : 

‘*That No. 10 tomatoes should comply with all the require- 
ments heretofore laid down for Nos. 2 and 3 tomatoes, except 
as to weight, and that the gross weight of No. 10 cans and con- 
tents should be 7 pounds and 5 ounces, and the net weight of 
contents, after pouring carefully upon a galvanized screen, four 
meshes to the inch, and draining one minute, should be four 
pounds.’’ 

The report was accepted and the suggestions of the com- 
mittee unanimously adopted by the Association as the standard 
up to which No. 10 tomatoes should be packed. 

The next matter claiming our attention was the report of 
the secretary as to holdings of tomatoes and the 1909 acreage. 
As to the former he submitted the following, giving the holdings 
of the several States : 

New Jersey—No. 2’s, none; No. 3’s, Jersey size cans, 
138,361 cases of 24 cams to the case ; 12,950 cases of gallons, six 
cans to the case. 


Delaware—No. 2’s, 3,895 cases of 24 cans to the case; 
No. 3’s, Maryland size cans, 110,532 cases ; gallons, 67,000 cases 
of six cans to the case. 

Maryland, outside of Baltimore City —No. 2’s, 13,049 cases 
of 24 cans to the case; No. 3’s, Maryland size cans, 234,000 
cases ; gallons, 89,230 cases of six cans to the case. 

Baltimore City—No. 2’s, 118,466 cases of 24 cans to the 
case; No. 3’s, Maryland size cans, 206,995 cases; gallons, 474 
of six cans to the case. 

As to acreage our reports were not as complete but yet full 
enough, when taken in conjunction with the personal informa- 
tion derived from those present, to justify the belief that it will 
not be nearly as large as that of last year. 

As to crop conditions it is too early to form an estimate, 
but it is known that in many sections the setting of plants was 
very late, some plants even now not being set, and this applies 
especially to sections where strawberries are a leading crop 
which caused tomatoes to be neglected at a time when the plants 
should have been set, and then came the continued rains caus- 
ing further delay—so that in these sections the prospect is far 
from encouraging.

During last year our export reached the total 
value of 8,796,405 yen, showing an excess of 1,210,000 odd yen 
over import which was valued at 7,445,537 yen.

In Europe and America our canned sardines are of late 
greatly appreciated, even over the French product which is 
known as the best of the kind, on account of their being specially 
adapted to the taste of the Occidentals. 

The export of our product increasing year after year the 
future of the export trade promises to be a very prosperous one. 
Sometime ago a noted French manufacturer of the tinned pro- 
visions made overtures through the French Consul at Kobe to 
the Oriental Marine Products Company at Toba, Miye Prefec- 
ture, to make an investigation about the Japanese way of pre- 
paring the tinned sardines and other matters concerning the 
industry with the view of starting a company for the making of 
the canned comestibles on joint enterprise with Japanese capital- 
ists. The most important producing districts of sardines in Japan 
are the prefectures of Miye, Aichi, Chiba, Aomori, Nagasaki, 
Yehime and Hokkaido, the total catch reading 32,000,000 Kwan 
a year, valued at 6,000,000 yen. About 2,520,000 Kwan valued 
at 536,000 odd yen belongs to the production of Miye prefecture. 
Especially the fishes produced in Ise bay are more sebaceous and 
best fit for canning purposes.

We are just in receipt of a letter from Mr. F. G. Day, the receiver, and 
he states the company is in very poor shape indeed, due he says, to the 
fact that the owners ‘‘scrapped’’ too long before turning the affairs of the 
company over to him for settlement. 

The company has a good reputation for the quality of its goods, and 
Mr. Day is in hopes of making a good sale of the factory, which is in the 
best of shape. It cannot be run this season, but the fact that the factory 
has made considerable money in the past encourages the receivers. Poor 
management is given as the cause of tailure.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


To any one in a position to view the changes taking place 
in the canning industry, with reference to its commercial methods, 
the outlook is very pleasant. 

There has been an awakening from ancient customs to mod- 
ern methods, on a scale greater than shown in any other branch 
of business. And though this seems to imply that the canning 
business was further behind than any other line, such an infer- 
ence is wroug. 


This change is simply due to the fact that the members of 
the canning industry have come to realize that they were fol- 
lowing some practices that are no longer in vogue with the peo- 
ple—that they have seen the opportunity for improvement and 
grasped it. And we commend those canners for it. 


The spirit of publicity regarding canned goods has pervaded 
all who come in contact with them ; and everyone seems willing 
to do his share towards the furtherence of the idea. Thus note 
a letter received by one of the largest canners of this city, from 
a prominent jobber of the South, which reads : 

“It seems to us if you large packers in Baltimore would get 
together and inaugurate an educational campaign on canned 
goods it would ultimately result in great benefit, and teach the 
consumer to discriminate as to labels. 

‘‘We, for one jobber, would be willing to aid you in any 
manner in our power, that is towards furnishing mailing lists of 
customers, etc. 

‘“‘Ours is a great canned goods territory (Louisiana) and we 
welcome any effort to promote a better understanding of the 
value of canned goods on the part of the consumer.’’ 


It is to be added that this letter was occasioned by the read- 
ing of our recent editorial on slack filled goods, and is therefore, 
an intimation that the first and foremest advertisement of canned 
goods is the goods themselves ; that the only way to win public 
confidence and a continuously growing demand for the goods is 
to put out such goods as will tempt the consumer to use more 
of them and to induce others to try them. Let every can blaze 
the way for other cans. 


Some lines of business have as a motto ‘‘Skin them while 
you have them,’’ but this has or should have no place in connec- 
tion with canned goods ; and every day that goes over our heads 
sees less of this spirit in the business, and there will soon be 
none of it, except among the black sheep that every flock must 
have. But these soon become familiar to the world from their 
color, and serve but as the exception to the rule. 


The Associations of the industry are doing good work for 
their members, but we are tempted to suggest to the canners of 
the country that they join their local commercial bodies, thus 
adding their weight to the local organization, and in return 
gaining the benefits that these local bodies can and do produce. 
We have in mind such Associations as the Merchants and Manu- 
facturers Association here in Baltimore, and every section has 
some such commercial body under one name or another. 


In the main these commercial bodies can do an immense 
amount of good for the canners. In the first place, being mem- 
bers of such an organization gives them prestige in their 
community, if you wish; or put in another way, from a moral 
point of view it is worth all it would cost. But there is more to 
it than this. We will take the local Association above mentioned 
as an illustration. 

Secretary Boggs, of the Merchants and Manufacturers 
Association, is a live, energetic man, devoting his entire time to 
the work of the Association. He does not attempt to solve 
individual troubles, but works upon the big, general questions 
of interest and value to all. Such for instance, as the railroad 
freight differences between different points to which his members 
ship. Noman canimagine the amount of work involved in 
ferreting out these railroad questions, and it has been proven, 
and will be admitted by all who have ever attempted it, that it 
takes a man'sentire time for months to become familiar with the 
railroads, freight tariffs and differences. And unless a man be 
equipped he cannot successfully take up such questions with the 
roads. They will pay no attention to him. 


But this is one of the questions Mr. Boggs has taken up and 
become a recognized master of; so that when he goes to the roads 
with a complaint of discrimination here, or lack of proper ser- 
vice there, he is listened to, for they realize that he is not speak- 
ing without information or personally, but that he knows 
whereof he speaksand that he represents a vast body of shippers, 
representing thousands of tons of freight—and they have to 
listen. In many instances he has had through cars put on to 
points which greatly facilitates shipments; in others he has had 
rates properly adjusted, etc., etc. He has been able to induce 
the railroads to make numerous Buyers’ excursions from outly- 
ing points to the city, resulting in business for his members, as 
well as the roads. His whole time is given to the advancement 
of the interests of his members. 


What is done by Secretary Boggs is done, undoubtedly, by 
other Secretaries in other sections, and the canners should join 
these bodies, and gain the benefits that other manufacturers and 
merchants secure. This does not mean that membership in their 
local or National Association should be dropped. Just the 
reverse; it is simply extending these movements into closer touch 
with the general commercial trade of the country, for we believe 
the canners will be benefited through contact with these live 
commercial bodies. 
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Pineapple Dealers Object. 
Proposed Increase of Duty too High, They Say. 


The issue of the increased duty on pineapples which has 
been raised in the Senate discussion of the tariff bill attracted 
attention among the dealers and packers of this fruit in the 
local market. Baltimore is one of the largest importing points 
for the West Indian pineapple crop. It is also a large distribu- 
ter of the Florida crop, which is the chief competitor of Cuba, 
Porto Rico and other contiguous islands growing this fruit. 

Most of the local dealers feel that the Florida growers 
should have some protection, but all doubt the wisdom of in- 
creasing this duty 128 per cent., as is thought to be the case 
under the pending amendment of Senator Talliaferro, of Florida. 
The local, as well as the domestic, situation was clearly outlined 
by Mr. H. M. Thompson, secretary of the Stewart Fruit Com- 
pany, perhaps among the largest local handlers of this fruit. 

‘I think most of our people agree that the Florida growers 
should have such protection as would prevent an inferior fruit 
coming into competition. But we also feel that this protection 
should not be excessive or prohibitive. An additional duty of 
128 or 150 percent. would practically result in such prohibition. 
(Cut this in half, make it 50 per cent., or 60 per cent., and these 
domestic growers will secure all the protection needed, in view 
of the superior quality of their fruit. 

‘*This would enable the packers to go into Cuba and Porto 
Rico, as they do now, buy up the fruit on the ground and send 
it here in bulk, instead of crating it as most of the Florida 
growers do. 

‘‘Of course the packers will get the fruit for canning pur- 
poses so long as there is a demand for the canned product. But 
the consumer must pay the excess cost of tariff duties.’’ 

The outcome of this controversy is being closely watched 
by local dealers and packers.-—Baltimore SuN. 


Production of Tin in Bolivia. 

Consul Alfred A. Winslow, of Valparaiso, reports that ac- 
cording to the latest published figures the tin mines of Bolivia 
produced 65,863,891 pounds of tin in 1908, against 60,891,116 
pounds in 1907, showing a gain of 3,972,775 pounds for the. 
year. The great Potosi mines produced nearly one-half of the. 
entire output. On the tin exported the Bolivian Government 
in 1908 collected an export tax of $240,279 United States gold. 


Egypt. 


Special Agent M. H. Davis has made an investigation of trade condi- 
tions in the Levant, and under date of April 2 sends a long report on 
Egypt, from which we take the following : 

In salted and preserved meats the American share of nearly $500,000 
worth of imports was exceeded by the imports from Switzerland, which 
furnished only $20,000 worth. England supplied $125,000 worth, and pos- 
sibly a part of this may have originated in the United States. 

In canned vegetables and fruits, the consumption of which is large, 
the United States is credited with only a tew cases. The 3,000 dozen bot- 
tles of beer shipped from the United States exceeded in value by ten times 
the canned fruits and vegetables. The total imports of beer were 170,237 
dozen bottles and 129,475 barrels. 

Egypt presents a field for interesting study to the commercial student. 
American manufacturers of various lines for export, as well as flour-export- 
ing mills, may depend on Egypt as a responsive market as time goes on, 
and that in the near future. At present the reaction from the inflated 
speculative conditions prevailing in Egypt frcm 1904 to 1907 has brought 
about a period of liquidation and trade dullness which, in general mer- 
chandise, is likely to continue for another year. 


Fresno, Cal.—We recently announced the resignation of 
E. V. Kelly, formerly of the California Fruit Canners’ Associa- 
tion, and it is now learned Mr. Kelly has associated himself 
with the J. K. Armsby Company to be their manager in the San 
Joaquin districc.

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Curried Salmon. 


One can best salmon, one tablespoonful olive oil, one small onion, 
minced, one teaspoonful curry powder, one tablespoonful flour, three gills 
hot water, one scant teaspoonful salt, juice of half a lemon. 

Two hours before it is needed turn the contents of a can of salmon out 
upon a platter. Pick it to pieces with a fork, removing all bits of bone or 
skin, and drain off the liquid. Brown the onion in the oil, stir in the flour 
mixed with the curry powder, and when they are well blended put in the 
boiling water, salt, turn in the salmon and let it become very hot, then add 
the lemon juice and serve. 


Nicaragua. 


Suspension of Law for Analysis of Imported Foods and Drugs. 


Consul Jose de Olivares transmits an announcement which 
has appeared in the press stating that the Nicaraguan Govern- 
ment has decided to suspend the contract, together with the law 
upon which the same is based, providing for the establishing of 
an office of chemical analysis at Managua for the inspection of 
all drugs and food products imported into the country. 

This action on the part of the government has been brought 
about by the numerous complaints from both local dealers and 
foreign exporters regarding the great inconvenience and expense 
resulting to them by reason of the unusual and excessive require- 
ments of the law and contract referred to. 


A Tender Reminder.

A firm of wholesale merchants in Europe has informed the American 
consular officer stationed in the particular country in question that it would 
like to repretent American packers of meats, vegetables, fruits, oils, pre- 
serves of all kinds, and any other foodstuff.

A Deplorable Failure. 


It is greatly to be regretted that the National Wholesale Grocers’ Asso- 
ciation has abandoned as impracticable the effort to adopt a uniform canned 
goods contract, which should have general use in the sale of futures 
between canned goods packers and buyers. At the recent convention of 
the National Jobbers’ Association the committee recommended that all 
efforts to this end be discontinued and the committee discharged, as ‘‘they 
had found it impracticable’’ to bring about a uniformity among canners in 
various parts of the country. 

Which means an indefinite continuance of the astounding looseness in 
contracts for the buying and selling of future canned goods; contracts 
which bind neither party and are agreements in name only. Naturally 
this directly affects the retail trade, for jobbers naturally pass on to retail- 
ers the same sort of future contract /rey get from packers.—Grocery 
World and General Merchant, 


Another C. F. C. Cannery Burned. 


The Milpitas Cannery of the California Fruit Canners’ Association, 
which packed principally asparagus and other vegetables, was a total loss 
by fire which started about 10 o’clock Wednesday night. The damage is 
estimated at $150.000. 

Up ’till this writing the company has received no report as to the exact 
amount of stock destroyed, but as the packing season had just been com- 
pleted of peas, asparagus, squash and other products of this section, the 
amount will undoubtedly be considerable.—Gvocer and Country Merchant, 
San Francisco,

The cut below represents a machine for the sizing of Pineapples. Any 
size up to 35¢ inches diameter may be cut by changing the sizing tube 
or cutter. which is made of brass and held in recess of spindle by two 
screws. The hollow spindle is also lined with brass to prevent the fruit 
coming in contact with the iron as it passes through the spindle. The 
Pineapple, after being cored, is placed on the centering plug on cross head

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Preserving Wild Mushrooms. 


In a bulletin of the Oregon Station, E. F. Pernot urges 
that ‘‘while the growing of mushrooms is an easy matter, re- 
quiring but little time and attention, we must not neglect to 
utilize the abundance which grow wild, requiring only the effort 
of gathering and preserving them for future use.’’ He states 
that mushrooms ‘‘may be canned as easily as fruit and much 
easier than some vegetables.”’ 

The buttons ranging in size from the smallest to those with 
the cup breaking from the stem are the most desirable for can- 
ning, as they remain firm and white after being heated. When 
sufficient buttons are gathered they are cleaned by peeling, or 
by wiping with a cloth, removing any soiled spots or earth which 
may have adhered to them ; the stems are cut off, leaving from 
one-half to 1 inch remaining attached to the cap. They may 
then be placed’in a granite-iron kettle and heated without water 
until shrinkage ceases, after which they are placed in cans that 
have previously been cleaned and scalded, and the liquor poured 
over them, completely filling the can. 

If glass cans are used, after filling they are placed in any 
kind of vessel provided with a cover and containing a small 
amount of hot water. A sheet of asbestos or a thin layer of ex- 
celsior is placed in the boiler to prevent the glass coming in con- 
tact with the bottom. The caps are placed loosely on the cans 
and with steamer cover in place allow the water to simmer for 
half an hour. Upon removing the cover from the steamer, im- 
mediately screw the can covers down as tightly as possible, then 
place the cans away to cool, upside down, in order to detect any 
leak. If all are perfectly sealed, allow them to stand until the 
next day at the same time, when they are again heated in the 
same manner, except that the time must be prolonged to one 
hour, because the contents of the cans are cold. Repeat this 
operation again the third day, which will complete the steriliza- 


tion, and the mushrooms will be found to be as nearly like the 
fresh article as it is possible to have them. ‘They keep well and 
do hot deteriorate in consistency nor flavor. The cans must be 
kept sealed throughout the operation. 


If desired the mushrooms may be stewed in milk, or pre- 
pared in any manner for the table and then canned in the man- 
ner described.. When the can is opened they require heating 
only before serving. 


When tin cans are used they are handled in the same man- 
ner as the glass ones, with the exception of soldering the lid as 
soon as the can is filled, leaving the vent open until after heat- 
ing the first time, when it is immediately closed with a drop of 
solder while can is hot, thus forming a partial vacuum that 
takes up the expansion caused by subsequent heatings. 


This method of sterilizing kills the vegetable germ cell at 
the first heating, and the intermission between heatings induces 
the spores to germinate into cells, thus enabling a much lower 
temperature to be used than what would be required to kill the 
spores. 

If it is desirable to sterilize the mushrooms at one opera- 
tion, the cans should be filled as already described and, after 
sealing, heated to a temperature of 240° F. for thirty minutes. 
This, however, requires a steam chest capable of withstanding a 
pressure of over 15 pounds to the square inch and the flavor and 
texture of the article being canned is materially impaired by this 
high temperature, and glass cans caunot be used. 

When the older mushrooms are used for canning they re- 
duce very much in bulk, becoming mushy and turn black after 
being heated. They do not present such a tempting appear- 
ance, but the flavor is not impaired. 

A good use to make of the older mushrooms is to dry them 
This may be done after they have been peeled or cleaned by 
placing them upon boards, or drying racks, only one deep, and

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exposing them to the sun and air. Beginning with the cap side 
down they should be turned over every day and must not be left 
out during the night, as they absorb moisture very rapidly. 
They may also be dried upon wooden trays in a warm room. 
When dried by either method until they feel dry to the touch, 
finish them in the oven and while brittle grind them into a fine 
powder with a spice mill, or even a coffee mill will answer the 
purpose. The powder should at once be placed into well-stop- 
pered, dry bottles or fruit jars well sealed and kept in a warm, 
dry place. Mushrooms that ate wet cannot be successfully 
dried. The best are those which grow and are gathered dry. 

Mushtoom powder keeps very well and it is one of the most 
delicious flavoring condiments of the kitchen. If milk is used 
in making meat gravy or other dishes, the flavor is much more 
ptonotinced. 

The mushrooms may also be dried in the manner described 
and used whole by first soaking them before preparing the vari- 
ous dishes ; they are practically the same as fresh ones with the 
exception of being somewhat tough. The flavor is fully as 
strong as in fresh ones. 


Mushrooms in various stages of development will be secured 
at each gathering, but these may all be utilized. ‘‘The buttons 
of various sizes may be canned, those with caps fully opened 
and firm may be dried and used whole or made into powder, 
while the older ones, those which have been broken, and stems, 
are made into catsup.’’ 

The author recommends the following recipe for making 
catsup as one which preserves the flavor and keeps well after 
the bottles are opened : 

Take all the mushrooms that cannot be used for canning 
and drying, or all good ones, if desired, place them in an earthen 
jar and sprinkle salt over them, stirring so that all receive the 
sait; allow them to stand for twelve hours; then mash and strain 


through acloth. For every quart of the liquid add one-half 
teaspoonful ground ginger and one-half teaspoonful black pepper. 
Boil in a granite iron kettle until it is reduced not less than one- 
third. Prepare the bottles by cleaning and thoroughly boiling: 
them and their corks, then fill to the neck with hot catsup, cork. 
tightly and when the cork has dried and before they are cold,. 
dip the cork and about half an inch of the bottle neck into hot 
canning wax, previously melted in a cup or can. It is advisable 
to use rather small-sized bottles so that the contents may be used 
before remaining open too long. 

Attention is called to the fact that in ‘‘some seasons, and 
under certain weather conditions, mushrooms are infested with 
insect larve, unfitting them for use in any form. They are most 
always found where the cap joins the stem and can easily be seem 
by breaking off the stem where they are localized at that point. 
In later stages they will be found to infest the cap and stem. 
The buttons are less likely to have them than the more mature 
fungus.’’ 

The variety of mushroom referred to in the above directions 
is the common pink-gilled field mushroom (Agaricus campestris). 
This variety the author states ‘‘may readily be recognized by a 
child without fear of obtaining a poisonous one.”’ 

It first appears in the form of a white ball, or button, con- 
nected by astem which extends into the earth; as it increases in 
size the cap expands from the lower side and a veil which con- 
nects it with the stem is torn, leaving a ragged membrance 
adhering tothe stem The cap is covered with a rather tough 
skin which may be peeled off quite readily. The gills vary in 
color from a delicate pink in the young growth, to a deep brown 
as they mature; they are not attached tothe stem. The stem is 
white, smooth and brittle, with the lower end somewhat pointed 
and blunt. When young it is as good to eat asthe cap. No 


mushrooms having a bulb or cup on the lower end of the stem 
should be eaten.
